Burgees Holtzworth this morning is 
self explanatory.

Dear Sir th­ 
under date of April IO, 1910, Mr. 
W. A. 
Bream, Corresponding Secre 
tary, Gettysburg Law and Order So­ 
ciety, wrote to us advising that the 
general quarantine eetablished against, 
dogs on account of rabies in the Boro­ 
ugh of Getysburg was not not !>eing 
observed. 
We replied to this com 
inunicatiun thanking Mr. Bream for 
the information given and stating that 1 
we would at as early a date as possible 
have a man visit the borough of Get 
tyshurg to enforce the 
provisions of I 
the general quarantine. Owing to the 
fact that we were unable to 
secure 
the services of a suitable person for 
enforcing the provisions of the quaran­ 
tine there was a little delay and in 
the meantime we received a very full 
and encouraging ret ort from Dr. M. 
Moriarty relative to which we wrote 
you under date of April 29th. 
For yonr inforamt ion we beg to ad 
vise you that we are now sending to 
the Borough of Gettysburg a represen , 
tative of this tioard to assist you if it 
is necessary in enforcing the provi­ 
sion* of the general quarantine. This! 
man, Mr. Henry Herlichka, will no 
doubt call upon you within a few da>s 
and we would lie ploa*ed to have you 
go over the situation with him. 
Thanking you for your keen interest 
in the matter of enforcing the general ’ 
quarantine, we remain

Holtzworth said this morning ‘ ‘Since 
the placing of the quarantine thirty 
two dogs have been shot and about a 
dozen people arrested and fined. I can 
not see how we could enforce the quar- I 
actine much more effectively than we ; 
have."

Is the opinion expressed by a 
well known authority on sheep, who 
says: I always have good pastures, be­ 
ing either legumes or grasses. Person­ 
ally I prefer blue grass slightly mixed 
with white clover, as legumes are apt 
to get Uh* ewes too fat before breed­ 
ing time. 
I never allow tile Hock to 
stuy longer than three weeks in one 
pasture without changing to new quar­ 
ters. By these frequent changes I less­ 
en the danger of infection by parasites. 
which is apt to come from too close 
grazing 
of 
pastures. 
A 
frequent 
change also gives the Hock a chance to 
select the things most palatable to 
them. 
My sheep always have access to 
shade and plenty of fresh water. 
I 
am of the opinion that standing water 
is always more or less infected vvUh 
dangerous parasites. 
My only means 
of protection against the gadfly is to 
plow a few furrows where Hie sheep 
stand in the shade. 
A close watch 
must lie kept throughout the summer 
to keep all tags sheared of!' and the 
worms kept out of the wool, caused 
by wet lags.

Mail Carrier Standing IOO Yard* From 


Mouth of Pit Was Killed by Force 


of Explosion. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 6.—One hun­ 
dred and thirty-five men are reported 
dead as the result of an explosion in 
mine No. 3 of the Palos Coal and Coke 
company, thirty miles from here. Black 
damp makes it almost impossible to 
enter the mine. 
Two hours after the explosion three 
bodies were taken from the mine at 
great risk of life, but rescue work is 
greatly hampered. It is feared that all 
in the mine are dead. 
Special trains with physicians and 
nurses have been rushed to the scene 
and the rescue work will be pushed as 
speedily as the deadly black damp 
will permit. 
Tile explosion was accompanied by 
a 
tremendous 
report and a roll 
of 
flame shot 
out of the workings. Ro 
great was the shock that a mail clerk 
J. Goosby, 
IOO yards away 
from the 
mouth of 
the mine, was killed 
in 
stantly. 
Scenes around the mine’s mouth are 
most harrowing. 
Wives of the en 
tombed miners, many of them accom­ 
panied by children in arms or cling 
lng to their skirts, crowded around the 
scene of the accident, weeping and be­ 
seeching the rescuers to bring back to 
them their loved ones. When the three 
bodies were brought to the surface the 
weeping watchers almost overwhelmed 
the rescuing party to get a glimpse 
of the begrimed fare* of the dead min. 
era 
Thus the rescue work was im­ 
peded by the women at the surface 
and the black damp In the depths of 
the workings 
The scene of the accident is in the 
same district where occurred recently 
the explosion at the Mulga mine, in 
which forty one lost their lives.

ROOSEVELTTALKS 
OF WORLD PEACE 


Address Before Nobel Prize 


Commission at Christiania. 


Wants 
Arbitration 
Agreements 
Be­ 


tween Nations, But Not Peace W ith­ 


out Righteousneas and Justice. 


Christiana. Norway, May ti.—Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt delivered bis address 
on “ International Peace" before the 
Nobel prize committee. 
The form er president of the United 
States entered upon the most difficult 
field of European polities, and in a 
carefully worked out thesis advoc ated 
an international agreem ent that would 
serve to check the growth of atm a 
meats, especially 
naval arm am ents, 
and the formation by those great pow­ 
ers 
honestly 
bent on 
peace, 
of a 
League of Peace, "not only to keep the 
peace among themselves, but to pre 
vent, by force, if necessary, its being 
broken by others." 
What Colonel Roosevelt had to say 
before the King and Queen of Nor 
way and other representative person 
ages constituted the basis of the pri­ 
vate conversations which he is having 
with the statesm en of Europe, as oc­ 
casion arises, concerning the practical 
possibilities of collective action by the 
various governm ents for the enforce­ 
ment of universal peace 
Colonel Roosevelt said that it must 
be borne in mind ever that the great 
end in view was righteousness, and he 
explained th a t peace, generally good 
in Itself, was never the highest good 
unless it cam e as the handmaid of 
righteousness. 
It 
became 
an 
evil 
thing when 
it served merely aB 
h 
mask for cowardice and sloth, or as 
an instrum ent to further the ends of 
despotism or anarchy. 
‘‘No man is worth calling a man." 
he declared, "who will not fight rather 
than submit to infamy or see those 
that are dear to him suffer wrong." 
This principle. Colonel Roosevelt ap 
piled to nations. 


Voice Shows Great Strain. 


As 
he 
proceeded. 
Colonel Rooae 
velt's voice plainly showed the effect 
of the strain to which It has been 
subjected by the dally speechmaking 
Nlnce March I. 
It failed him several 
times, and toward the close of his ad 
dress, which wa* delivered with un­ 
usual emphasis, he had difficulty in 
making himself heard 
He consulted 
a 
throat 
specialist, 
who 
suggested 
a rest 
from 
speaking a* the 
beat 
remedy. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
former 
president continued his set speech to 
ifs end 
Having adm itted the limitations to 
the work for international peace. Col­ 
onel Roosevelt set forth how. In his 
judgment, 
the 
cause 
could 
be 
ad 
vanred. 
In 
the 
first 
place 
there 
should he effective arbitration treaties 
between r e ^ ly civilized com munities 
Then there should be a devolepment 
of the The Hague tribunal, of the 
work of th e conferences and courts at 
The Hague, and he held up the United 
States suprem e court as a model. 
In the third place, a way should be 
found to check the growth of arm s 
ments, and finally It would be a mas 
ter stroke for the powers to establish 
a League of Peace 


Roosevelt's Peace Plant. 


“Peace Is generally good in Itself, 
but it is never the highest good uuiess 
it comes as the handmaid of right 
eousness. 
“I ask other nations to do only what 
I should be glad to see my own na 
tion do. 
“All 
really 
civilised 
com munities 
should have effective arbitration trea t­ 
ies among themselves. 
I believe that 
these treat ie* cab cover almost all 
questions liable to arise between such 
nations. 
“Establishm ent of a sufficient nom 
ber of these treaties would go a long 
way toward creating a world opinion 
which would finally find expression lu 
the provision of methods to forbid or 
punish any violation 
“There is the further development 
of The Hague tribunal, of the work of 
the conferences and courts at 
The 
Hague. 
The 
American 
government 
has more than once tentatively sug 
grated 
m ethods for com pleting the 
Court of Arbital Justice. 
“Something should lie done as soon 
as possible to check the growth of 
arm am ents, 
especially 
naval 
arm a­ 
ments. by interantioual agreement. 
“ It would be a master stroke lf 
those great powers honestly bent on 
peace would form a League of Peace, 
not only to keep the peace among 
themselves, but to prevent, by flrce, 
lf 
necessary, 
its 
being 
broken 
by 
others.” 
The occasion was the chief feature 
of Colonel Roosevelt's visit to Norway 
and one of the most notable of his 
European tour. 
Copies of the address 
had 
been 
distributed 
in 
advance 
among the press, and the views of 
the former president will be published 
in every country of Europe 
Colonel 
Roosevelt's discourse was 
..lade with something of the solemnity 
of a religious service in the largest 
auditorium 
of 
Christiania, 
the 
Na­ 
tional theater, in the presence of King 
H aakan, the queen, m embers of the 
cabinet and parliament, and hundreds 
of the most progressive and influential 
personalities of the kingdom.

A H A N D Y SC R A P E R . 
A very handy scraper—iii some sec­ 
tions dubbed • Mormon”—is made by 
using a plank 2 by 12 inches and about 
eight feet long. 
On the front and 
lower edge of this should be fastened 
by bolts eighteen inches apart a strong 
strip of in »n three or four inches wide 
and an eighth of an inch think, this 
giving the scraping edge. 
Into the 
plank from the back side should be 
mortised obliquely a couple of two by 
fours or sixes about three feet apart 
and a trifle below the center of the 
plank, so that the ends will be about 
u foot and a half apart and flat side 
up. 
To these should be nailed a cross 
board or two on which to stand. 
A 
chain is the gear which is most con­ 
venient in hauling the scraper, and 
tills can lie inserted through two luch 
holes bored a foot from each end and 
at about th ' middle of the plank and 
stoned to strong hardwood pegs run- 
ling a c r o s s the grain of tile [dank, 
so as to lessen the likelihood of split­ 
ting. 
For short hauls this will handle 
more earth than three ordinary horse 
scrapers, works fine in scraping up 
loose m anure in yard or feed lot or 
will do very effective work as u jml- 
verizer or road drag. 
When loading 
as a srraper two men should stand so 
as to throw the bulk of their weight 
on tile scraping »slge. 
It is dumped 
easily by stopping off and throwing 
tile platform forward with the hand.

Having spent years as tutor and pro­ 
fessor of chem istry in ----- university, 
I had often been called upon by m anu­ 
facturers to find processes for the 
cheaper m aking of certain goods. This 
led me Into experim ents on my own 
account. 
I Anally discovered a process 
by which I could m anufacture a cer­ 
tain article 40 per cent cheaper than 
by any known method. 
Having Inter­ 
ested capitalists, I procured a patent, a 
company was formed, extensive works 
were built, and I resigned my pro­ 
fessorship and became superintendent 
of the m anufacturing departm ent.
